Permanent Autonomous zone Emmaz - interviewed, (the Cowley Club in Brighton are aiming for 
the same sort of thing and will be in rtb or 6 time and space permitting) - you involved in 
autonomous space, we’d like to hear about it. Spanish connection continues with SIN DIOS and all 
things Madrid, and who knows what else. 


There will be ‘punk post’ for issue 5 at the end of march in Holland / Germany / Denmark / Sweden 
/Finland via a kindly touring band with a big enough van, so if you can help spread the disease then 
get in touch. ta

Animal rights activist Barry Horne has died in hospital in 
Worcester after being on hunger strike since the summer. 
Barry, who was serving an 18-year sentence after being 
convicted of a nationwide fire-bombing campaign, died on 
Monday November 5th 2001. Barry had signed an 
advance directive refusing medical intervention for his 
food refusal. The 49-year-old had been refusing food since 
21 October. He had been at Long Lartin high security 
prison in Worcestershire until he was admitted to 
Ronkswood Hospital with liver problems. The cause of 
death was liver failure, a Prison Service spokeswoman 
said. “Mr Horne had signed an advance directive refusing 
medical intervention for his food refusal. “As Mr Horne 
was declared to be of sound mind, there was no option but to abide by the instruction of the directive,” she 
said in a statement. Barry Horne, from Northampton, lost an appeal against his conviction two years ago. 
Horne had been sentenced in December 1997 to what was believed to be the longest prison term for an 
animal rights activist after being convicted of causing damage costing millions of pounds to shops in arson 
and attempted arson attacks.

What follows tries to capture the events of a couple of nights ago. The 
identies of those involved has been concealed as it ain’t important. I 
hope I can convey the anger and dismay we felt. Here goes....... We 
went to see Propagandhi at the Mean Fiddler. Before I get any further I 
need to point out that I don’t normally like gigs in these sort of venues 
as they seem less of a punk gig with interaction and more of a “me 
rockstar you fan(sic)” event but this one was different. Back to the story. 
We got into the gig and were amazed at how many people were there to 
see what we thought of as such an important band. Not important 
because they are from across the water or they have put stuff out on Fat 
Wreck Chords but because they have a shit hot sound and real meaning 
behind the music. The potential to change people’s minds through 
playing well with targetted lyrics.Everybody seemed to know the words, 
this band had a room full of hundreds of people all shouting “fuck 
religion!” - what a result - and all singing along to songs about animal 
slaughter and globalisation. We came away from the gig a happy bunch. 
I’ve never enjoyed a gig in a venue that size so much. Then 100 yards 
up we passed a McDonalds. It was full of people wearing Propagandhi 
T shirts. Not just a few, loads. We couldn’t believe it, and we certainly 
couldn’t just walk past and do nothing. We went in. I was shouting at 
the top of my voice “you’re eating the corpses of animals”. Some of my 
companions approached people who had obviously come from the gig 
and tried to reason with them. They had just been singing along to a 
band that could not be,more diametrically opposed to McMurder. They 
were buying into globalisation, they were buying into animal murder, 
they were buying into exploitation of workers, damage to the 
environment. And the response? Most reacted with hostility. Examples: 
they told some of us to stop being “self righteous (bitches)” or said that 
it was an issue of “freedom of choice”....”wait a minute, did you 
actually say freedom”....... freedom to devour an animal’s corpse, 
freedom to destroy my environment and that of the unborn children of 
tomorrow, freedom to be the victim of globalising corporations - what 
happened in Bhopal is part of the same machine that put McDonalds in 
every fucking city on the planet. So, in true punk rock style we kicked 
back against the reactionary “hardcore” right wing youth and their 
temple of capitalism - bins went over, burgers disappeared out of 
peoples’ hands. A group of 6 lads thought it was hilarious and and on 
their way out of the building threw the “crowd control” barriers around 
the entrance. A few people turned away from Ronald’s palace of shit. 
Before long McDollars had to close early. We were pissed off. Not just 
pissed off that McDonald’s exists wherever you go, more pissed off that 
people who we thought were listening to the lyrics were just miming 
and repeating them without understanding what they mean. The biggest

We’ll its certainly a good deal for Daz Russel and his mates! A cautious 
estimate would make the door takings at about a quarter of a million 
quid. But to be honest it’s never been that the fact that the organisers, the 
bands and their friends in the local authorities are so obviously only 
interested in the money to be made that pissess me off about the annual 
Morecambe event. Its more the way its become the main punk rock 
event happening. Despite the erstwhile efforts of the various punx 
picnics round the country and the DIY gig promoters, Morecambe is 
what stands out.

‘Unfortunately I missed the most talked about bit of political action at the 
festival (excepting Phil of Pains apparent attempt to squat a hotel for the 
punx! good on ya Phil!). This was the united fans of Condemned 84 
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' “Sieg Heiling” Nazi salutes. Wearing their t-shirts that were a shallow 


attempt to disguise the St Georges Cross. Dick (Subhuman) reliably 
witnessed the show. When he complained to the organisers he was told 
“They seemed all right before”, what can you expect! It would have 
been nice but unthinkable in such a tame environment if the red skins, 
the punx., the anarcho- punx et al had got together and kicked the nazi 
scum out of Morecambe, but they didn’t. But hey thats not what the 
festival was about. We were plainly all there just to “have a good time” 
as several people have “excused” the event to me as. 

Irony, or maybe not, that it was Hard Skin , the joke band, who made the 
only direct outspoken attack on Condemned 84’s acceptance of their 
Nazi followers, and called for effective anti-fascist action. 

Funny to think how Hard Skin were so chuffed to get a chance to see 
The Rejects and Cock Sparrer only to find the Rejects embarrassing and 
they themselves would have blown Sparrer off stage! 

The favourite t-shirt of the event was Sparrer’s “England Belongs to 
me”. Well it does belong to the entrepreneurial likes of Daz Russel and 
Morecambe Council but not the stupid punters who paid £10 for each 
one. Whatever punk stood for before capitalism recuperated it in the late 
1970’s , Holidays in the Sun is not about that. When Crass, Flux and The 


- Poison Girls inspired a generation to rebel against the arms trade and 


animal abuse it had nothing to do with events like Holidays in the Sun. 
When Wally hope and the others started the Free festival scene with 
Stonehenge they were not aiming to become Holidays in the Sun. In fact 
the only relevance I can think of for H.I.T.S. is for people to make 
money and as Mr Rotten said to his last audience “..you’ve been 
cheated”. Its up to us to create our entertainnient, to recreate a scene that 
supports music not money. We have to prove that such events don’t 
represent what we are about, and the only way to do that effectively is 
to build an alternative, again!

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IN THE COMPANY OF WOLVES 


In response to the lengthy articles in issue three on female involvement in Punk 
Rock. A ‘mayul’ perspective: 


Firstly, I think we have to remember, as it is so often repeated, that this ‘scene’ or 
whatever you want to call it, is merely a microcosm of mainstream society, and as 
such (setting aside motivation); the positives, negatives, achievements and 
downfalls will always mirror it, in all ways and all situations. People are people, 
male or female and if you look at their beginnings and subsequent involvement in 
‘scenes’ in the same way as complete strangers getting on a bus, what you will see 
is that all the people getting on are from different areas, different backgrounds, they 
have different life experiences and different pre-adult programming, and all these 
factors will come together to make an individual in the same way as many 
individuals come together to make a society. 

It is far too easy to fall foul of self-victimisation as an excuse for anything, 
conscious or not. For example; a person can blame other peoples’ critical nature of 
others as an excuse for apathy, or even worse; lack of confidence and self 
perceptions of ability. But whether, for example, the victim is a female and the 
perceived threat; male, can in itself be an excuse within these terms. 

If females within the ‘scene’ have to realise, deal with and conquer thoughts of lack 
of self-confidence (as was mentioned numerously in various accounts) then that is 
a personal question and challenge for themselves, and only themselves, to deal with, 
that is a product of their childhood programming and subsequent conditioning into 
society. I have known easily as many men who were attracted to the ‘scene’ as a 
haven for like-minded ‘different’ (read: awkward, shy or alienated) individuals, but 
whose involvement was marred by the subsequent realisation of their own lack of 
self-confidence, And hence, a lot of these males, either got off the bus or stayed on 
merely as spectators. Many males rarely dance for the fear of violence, self- 
consciousness, or merely feelings of inadequacy (much of which is self- 
perpetuated), many of them don’t get on stages or make fanzines for fear of ridicule, 
criticism, lack of self-confidence, thoughts of inadequacy or any other reason that 
could be raised just as easily within the parameters of sexism. But who do they or 
did they blame? Was/is it men? Was/is it bigger men? Was/is it other men who they 
perceived as better musicians, more talented or just more confident? Probably. 

We have to remember that we are here for similar reasons and were initially 
attracted for much the same reasons. And we have to ask who is the enemy in this, 
who is the villain of the piece? Is it any of these things of which I talk? The easy 
targets. Or are they the inner demons that we either have not found or refuse to see 
or challenge. Anyone can be self-conscious, but does everyone who is, need to seek 
to blame someone else? It is a culture of denial. 

I’m not denying that there is sexism and misogyny present in the minds of many 
males in the ‘scene’. There has to be, for as a true microcosm, the law of averages 
dictates. I am always shocked to hear accounts of sexual harrassment at gigs or 
dancing or wherever. That is unnaceptable, and something that, when I hear actually 
exists, makes me ashamed, because it has never entered my mind that this could 
exist, let alone happen on more than one isolated occasion. Males of this nature, 
who either violate female liberty, or even utter murmurs that indicate sexist 
ignorance, should be questioned on these attitudes. But undoubtedly they will 
usually go unchallenged, again that’s down to human nature. 

If though, the darkest recesses of many male minds were unwrapped, in a way akin 
to Room 101. I think that any ideas of sexism or misogyny or any bigotry towards 
anything perceived as ‘different’ or as a threat, largely come from the childhood and 
formative years. Before and during the age of reason is when minds are made, 
foundations laid and later experiences will only serve to reinforce them, via the 
subconscious use of self-fulfilling prophecy. Anti-female thoughts could quite 
easily either come from growing up with a violent, abusive or bigoted father/role 
model or having bad experiences at a formative stage with a female in a relationship 
or sexual scenario or even a bad experience with an adolescent infatuation/rejection, 
as in once bitten, twice shy? It is all based on things that have gone together to paint 
a bigger picture that affects us now, from a time when we were, for all intents and 
purposes, different people. 

Therefore, I think anyone of sober mind, would admit that mindsets and problems 
like these are not easily remedied from external sources, they are things which, like 
any problem of the mind and body (like substance dependence), require, first and 
foremost; identification and admittal of a problem, and then the addressal and 
solving of it, in exactly the same way as the growing through life and the self- 
realisation of personal attitudes and pre-conceptions (exactly like lack of self- 
confidence) and dealing with them. 

Men and women are undoubtedly different. That is proven. Personally, I think men 
are a lot more linear and literal than women. Females, by their biological nature are 
complex in different ways. As in nature, for example; the childbearer in comparison 
to the sexual predator, will have vastly differing reasons for mating, they will be far 
more considerate in decision making than the male, and far less hasty in execution 
(before you accuse me of gender stereotyping, please understand, I am trying to 
approach this from a removed and biological perspective). 

On the other hand though, on a societal level, I think the development of gender 
roles has been predominantly influenced by hierarchies, mainly of a religious, 
authoritarian and male variety. These enforcements of rules and roles on social 
infrastructure, from a domestic level to widely accepted attitudes in larger societies 
(including both micro and macrocosms), has undoutedly been to subjugate the 


involvement of women within DIY and hardcore from a male oeane 
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female, systemise their roles in society (or scene), and ultimately downplay their 
involvement, from conversation right through to decision making. And why? 
Because the male fears the female, because the male recognised at an early point 
and still recognises, the potential superiority (on many levels) of the female on a 
personal, family and societal level (after all, equality doesn’t necessarily mean ‘the 
same’, it means advantages and disadvantages in different areas, that when added 
together make an equal amount. Does it not?), As such, the males’ more linear and 
base instinct to see problem solving as brute force, has played just as a potent role 
in the subjugation of the female, as the females own surrender and resignation to it 
over thousands or millions of years. 

So, if you apply what I’m talking about here to the ‘scene’ and all the topics 
discussed, patterns are clearly emerging. From the males guilty of sexism and 
misogyny to the females guilty of self-victimisation and finger pointing. It is far too 
easy to apportion blame, especially seeing as blame is always easily apportioned 
elsewhere, and it is just as easy to accept your role and fill it. If we are to view our 
‘scene’ as a society, and even as a ‘progressive’ society, when the mainstream one 
around us crumbles in the face of consumerism and its’ all consuming soul-less 


void, then debate is only the starting point from which to travel along uncharted | 


territory. 

Compartmentalising factions within a society, even along gender lines, will only 
result in more sub-division (as in; violence breeds violence). To constantly question 
is a good thing, but whether you are male or female is not the point, the question is; 
are you going to be actively and unapologetically involved in something, and to hell 
with the consequences, or are you going to stand in the shadows and observe it (not 
that there is anything wrong that)? Either way, in the same way as the active 
shouldn’t criticise those who choose not to be for their own reasons, the inactive 
shouldn’t do the same and look fora reason, whether it be gender or not. We are not 
men and women, we are people, and when the two work together, they can create 
greater things than their individual strength. 

Conversely, if you take away all the socio-political reasoning, the one reason that 
there aren’t as many females involved in Punk Rock could quite simply be that by 
their very nature, males prefer to dwell in childish escapism, which usually involves 
collecting things, culminating in obsession with minor detail and competition with 
other males over these points (how many females do you know that aggressively 
and feverishly collect music like males do?). And females, by their very nature, are 
predisposed to self-organisation, multi-tasking and socialisation (and, may I add, 
are generally far better social communicators). In saying that, reading calls in the 
article for ‘all female space’: on a socio-political level, I would disagree with it, 
taking into account the ideas I’ve discussed (making something official in this way, 
is little more than apartheid), BUT along THIS line of thinking, it makes complete 
and total sense. After all, judging by what has been written, females would only be 
doing what males have been doing all along; creating a tailor-made sub-society that 
caters for their natural self-serving interests. 

Life isn’t a dress rehearsal - Don’t be a victim: get involved!

If 
cops don’t stop it you can find it every Sunday from 9:30 to 
14:00 hours. 

After 22 years of high-level political activity, Ateneu de 
Gracia is close to disappearing. It is going to be evicted in 
January, due to the property speculation policies of the council 
and their mafia. After 2 trials won, the final one has been lost. 
Ateneu de Gracia is a kind of classic space for political 
activism in Barcelona. Nowadays, you can find there a silk- 
screening workshop, an info shop, flamenco dancers, and 
different collectives like Barna Anarkopunks and Support 
Prisoners Group also meet there. There’s a coffee shop, Punk 
Parties. Being one of the few rented spaces by political activists 
in Barcelona, it seems to be one of the tons of direct political 
movements that are suffering in this city nowadays. People 
involved in Ateneu de Gracia are looking for a new space in the 
same neighbourhood. NEVER SURRENDER, FUCK 
SPECULATORS!!!! 

On July, the tactics orchestrated by the government in order to 
criminalize the squat movement in Spain, have started to beat 
hard in Barcelona. First, after the eviction of one squat, and 
without any legal order, Casa de la Muntanya, the oldest squat 
in Barcelona, was evicted. 18 people were arrested and cops 
hung out in the house the whole day destroying stuff, stealing 
money, information, and computers... and doing what they 
wanted to do there. The arrested people face 4 years in prison, 
& are still awaiting trial. Casa de la Muntanya was squatted 
again the next morning. Due to the support of neighbours and a 
big part of the population in Barcelona, they’re also trying to 
criminalize this movement using dirty tactics such like trying to 
link the squat movement with terrorist organisations such like 
ETA. Some people are imprisoned, victims of these tricks. 

In October, Kan Titella, the so-called Cathedral of Punk in 
Barcelona, was evicted too, after 3 years of anarchist 
organisation and squatting. 30 people were arrested after hours 


of resistance and riots that lasted the whole day. In the same 
week, another 5 squats were evicted and many more live under 
the threat of eviction: EL PALOMAR, EL OASIS, LES 
NAUS... It is extremely important to spread this information - 
due to the attacks suffered by the squat movement and political 
activism in Barcelona, and the witch-hunt against it. Anyway, 
people continue squatting after every eviction. Another problem 
in the squat movement in Barcelona are deportations. As quite a 
lot of people from different places are coming to Barcelona to 
squat here, the police are using another tactic; they are trying to 
deport massively as many people as they can in order to 
weaken the movement.

(Hailing from Budapest, Hungary, 
NEWBORN managed to impress a 
hell of a lot of people on their recent 
European tour with Cartharsis. 

RTB’s own Sned caught up with 
vocalist Zoli and guitar player Gabriel 
to find out what makes them tick.... 
Ses ; Photos by Russ or G. 


RTB: Introduce yourselves... 


Zoli: Gabriel plays guitar, Marti 
plays bass, Adam drums and | 
sing. We have a fifth member 
who's currently in Budapest with.. 
Haemorrhoids! His name is Tibi. 


RTB: Do you want to explain 
what happened there? 


Z: We had some problems going 
at leper festival, like sicknesses, 
he had this really uncomfortable 
sickness which he thought was 
best to cure in Hungary, but we're 
going to pick him up in 3 days in 
London and finish the tour with 
him. 


RTB: How long are you out for 
on this tour? You’re not doing 
the whole 5 month thing? 


Z: With CATHARSIS?.. We had a 
week alone before joining them 
and our last show together is on 
Sept 14th and after that we have 
one more show then back to 
Hungary - it'll be a six week tour. 


RTB: How long have you been 
going? Has it always been the 
same line up? 


Z: The four of us without Gabriel 
has been the original line up since 
May 1998, and we brought him in 
as second guitarist. We had 
another guy before that but that 
was only part time, he was also in 
DAWNCORE. 


RTB: You were saying at the Bradford show that 
everyone had given up their jobs and shit, and that 
you’ve made a big commitment to make the tour and 
it obviously means quite a lot. How easy is it for you 
just to take off? 


Z: People might call us parasites, like Marti just left his job 
cleaning houses and it was too much time for him to do 
work and the band, he was taking loads of time off to do 
NEWBORN and DAWNCORE, his other band. Adam is in 
a harder situation he worked at the Post Office and 
they’ve paid for him to go to school, he got an average 
salary of US $100 per month and he needs to pay back 
US $800 to his workplace because he left and owes them 
all the money from his studies over the last 2 fi years. | 
worked at the travel agent and | just needed to leave the 
job because | didn’t feel comfortable and | had problems 
with my military service. 


RTB: Oh yeah? 


Z: Two days before this tour | sent my paper in, that I’d 
like to choose civil service. So we'll go back and find 
some new shitty jobs. We'll probably be jobless for a 
month or two. 


RTB: Is it like with British bands? If you’re on the dole 
and you leave the country for more than two weeks 
there’s all kinds of questions: “what have you been 
doing?”, “Where have you been?”... 


Z: No it’s not like that, they don’t really care about 
that.RTB: How about the military service, what’s the 
scoop with that? 


Z: It's 9 months and you can choose between military 
service and civil service. Civil service is better you don't 
have to wear uniforms and have guns in your hands. 


RTB: Do you get a choice with the civil service? Can 
you do helpful/useful stuff? 


Z: Yes, basically | would say 80% is shit work and 20% 
really good work. You can get pretty good jobs at 
foundations but the monthly wage is ridiculous, less than 
US $100 because it’s your choice either go to the army or 
the civil service. 


RTB: Do people refuse both? In Finland a friend of 
mine refused both services and had to go to prison.. 


Z: Yes, there’s a chance. | don’t think many people refuse 
it as we have these doctors that give these fake papers 
out but that’s really expensive so people just might 
choose civil service. I'll probably go to an animal 
liberation foundation called the Rex Foundation, they 
started out at saving dogs and cats but they’ve widened 
their activity.. | can do something | care about. 


RTB: Cool, what are your impressions of the tour so 
far?, of Britain and Ireland? 


Gabriel: For all of us it was the first time to get here and 
we are all impressed by it, it's somewhere different from 
Germany from what we have seen. As a band it's more 
hard work to do, you don’t get paid that well unlike in 
Germany and you don't get free beers and stuff... 


RTB: and you’ve got to pay a stupid boat cost to get 
here. 


G: Yeah, it’s like a challenge to play in front of 20/30 
people in a small Irish pub but I’ve felt people have really 
enjoyed it and that’s the biggest thing. It’s a lot different 
than other scenes. 


RTB: You’ve got to treat the UK like a holiday 
especially going to Ireland too, it’s the extra money. 


Z: It's so different, we started to have a ‘name’, if we can 
say that. In Europe people were like “Newborn, yeah we 
know them” and we came here and it was like “OK, who 
are these kids?” but it’s cool like two years ago on our first 
tour of Europe. What really sucks is that England is 
fucking expensive. For us even Germany is expensive 
compared to Hungary or Czech or Poland. This’is horrible 
and if you don’t get fed, which is sometimes not as usual 
as on the mainland... 


G: We got used to going to Germany and getting fed and 
everything. 


RTB: | think we’re catching up on that.. 


Z: Yeah | think you're right * 


RTB: | find when German 
bands come to the UK they are 
sometimes taken aback by 
everything. For us going there 
it’s like a dream. Is it causing 
stress in the band that you’re 
not getting paid or fed? 


G:Everyone came in (the multinational companies) 
and all of a sudden we've got everything like you 
have here, advertisements and stuff like that. For 
me the prices just got higher and higher but the 
pay is at the same level. 


Z: | was 10 when the wall came down. What | 
experienced is that there are hundreds of good 
Hungarian products. The communist regime 
didn't allow western products into Hungary, but 
these products aren't important any more. 


RTB:What kind of products? 


Z: | don't think it causes stress 
for us. 


G: We're just enjoying the 
experience, it’s a good thing to 
be here. 


Z: Like soda, chocolates, clothing, 

independently made things... but right now 
you have all things imperialism and the 

whole country is an advertisement for 
like Coke, McDonalds... 


Z: Even if it caused a little stress 

this is a good experience, and 
what makes the band become 
more together and closer to each 
other. 


RTB:It’s an invasion throughout 
everywhere in the world. Do you 
enjoy the new ‘freedom’? Is it 

freedom? Do you miss things? 


G:We can work on- our 
problems together.. 


Z: ..and it’s really important, 
I've see how our relationship 
towards each other was two 
years ago on our first two 
: week tour, and it’s a lot 
better right now even if it’s 
the longest time we've ever 
spent on tour - 6 weeks. 


RTB: | couldn't do it I’d want 
to kill someone! 


Z: It's good to see old products 
coming back, like traditional 
soda! It’s small things but so 
important we should have 
them again, otherwise 
everything will be 
Americanised. There are 
good and bad sides to the 
wall falling down. 


RTB: Do you all live in 
Budapest? Did anyone 
move from the country to 
the city? 


Z:We just solve problems more easily 
than a couple of years ago. 
G:We have quarrels but healthy ones! 


RTB:Constructive arguments! So, tell 
us a bit more about Budapest and 
Hungary, the political situation there, 
and life ? We went there and my own 
experience is the ‘Jailhouse Rock’ 
Café! I! was told we were the first 
Hardcore / Punk band to come through 
apart from The Exploited or something. 


Z: The guitar player lives 
next to Budapest, | live next 
to Budapest but | was born 
there. 


RTB: | was gonna ask about 
life in the countryside.. 


G: If you go into the country 
from the West it’s the good life 
but towards Ukraine in the East 
its really poor. 


Z:Hungary is one of the oldest 
countries, 1000 years old. 


G:One of the oldest in Europe. 


Z: It's really imbalanced, 
geographically Budapest is right 
in the middle and the Danube 
runs through the middle so it can 
be split into East and West. 
Obviously the western part is 
more developed, some places 
are so close to the Austrian 
borders, Austrian people were 
coming to Hungary to shop. 
People could get familiar 
products like Austrian, German 
andthe lifestyle was similar but 
the east is really poor. 


RTB: The old lifestyle is still 
being lived out by the 
Ukrainian border? 


Z:We used to be a part of the Eastern 
Block behind the Iron Curtain 
dominated by the Soviet Union. 


G:We were the only country over there 
who weren't Slavik. 


Z:This now makes the situation really 
hard because we are surrounded by a 
Slavik population and Hungary is 
geographically right in the middle of them. 
That's why sometimes it’s harder for us 
because some Slavik countries don’t like 
us. Hungary used to be 3 times as big as it 
is now but after WW1 a lot of territory was 
given to other countries because we lost. It 
has been a so-called democracy since 1990 
and we have a Parliament with six parties 
which is considered democratic, which | 
really fucking doubt. 


Z: Its like that it's an agrarian 
country, not an_ industrial 
country and the culture is 
really important in Hungary 
and that is how people try to 
make a_ living in the 
countryside and especially 
_ the eastern side but that’s in 
really bad shape. People 
are not really well educated 
there, unemployment is 
_ pretty big. 


G:It's working like here or in Germany... 


Z:It's working like in other European 
countries right now. 


RTB:I was gonna ask you about the Berlin 
Wall coming down and the period of all 
that. How has it been with the 
multinationals invading, have there been 
great changes? 


RTB: Is it freedom? 


Z: |Is it freedom or not? | don’t think if its 
freedom since.. 


RTB: Freedom to be exploited? 


Z: It’s considered to be a democracy. This is 
a conservative government, they elect 
governments for four years and | hope voting 
will change something - we will not have a 
really huge change but | don't like the way 
this government treats people, we had 
certain members problems being punks, 
because its like we have been watched and 
controlled by the police and the Hungarian 
National Defence office. Our friend was 
interrogated and people were beaten up just 
because of a fucking NATO conference. It's 6 
months until the next election, last week 
there was a parade in Budapest similar to 
love parade in Berlin and some punk friends 
did an anti parade and there were 500 punks 
ee | enjoying the show, then football hooligans 
: ~‘ came - the club closed and threw the 
hooligans out and left the punks in there, the police 
showed up and instead of separating the crowd they 
entered the fucking venue and they threw teargas bombs 
and beat everyone up - it was crazy, people screaming 
“fuck you fucking communists we are gonna kill you.” 
There are weird things going on in Hungary. 


RTB: To be punk is to be 
watched? 


Z: Yes 


RTB:ls that just normal or is 
: that just paranoia around 
A | upcoming events? 


4 Z: It used to be a lot harder 
“* in Hungary than in other 
‘| parts of Europe, like In 
England. OK I’m watched 
by the police but...| have 
a friend, he was playing 
in bands in the ‘80s and the 
powers wouldn't let him use a subway - if he 
entered a subway they know they had a fucking 
list of people and stuff like that - he was talking to , 
Swedish punks and they told himin case youcan 44 
escape Hungary you can come to us in Sweden 
- a couple of days later they had a show going 
on the police came out and beat them up and 
they're like ‘you will not escape not even to 
fucking Sweden’, that was in the 80s and if 
people see this coming off again then we 
are really.. it was a really bad tradition 
of control over music and control over 
different lifestyles and it just hurts us.

RTB: When I came to Budapest 

most kids seemed to be the New 

York kind of hardcore thing, | guess 

that comes through the biggest and | 

guess little bands and labels like the stuff | do just 
doesn’t really seem to get through to people. | 
didn’t know if that was some sort of cultural 
imperialism as well with like the new metal which 
has just come in or Victory records or whatever 
festivals they have here, big corporate things and 
I’m just wondering if people are into the DIY 
thing, I’m not dissing the people it’s just that 
was the best expression of people , | didn’t 

see any spikey haired punkers. 


Z: Yeah we have spikey haired punks a lot, they 
just beg for money at certain squares instead of 
going to punk shows. 


G: They're don’t care about the music like here, 
they just care about the beers. 


& 


Z: Because of the Iron Curtain it was really hard to get 
music and Hungary was really disadvantaged from the 
rest of other hardcore communities and that’s why first it 
was AGNOSTIC FRONT, everybody was going crazy for 
them, they still do - if they played now there would be 600 
people. 


RTB: Were they the first band to come over and make 
an impact? 


Z: No it was SFA 
G: SFA were the first US hardcore band 


Z: Yes, except for bands like FUGAZI and 
LEATHERFACE who played there in the early ‘90s and 
Cruditz who were a really important Eastern European 
band played there in 93/94 but the biggest attention was 
for SFA and the New York style. The it was MORNING 
AGAIN and the new school style like EARTH CRISIS 
getting really big. Right now its like almost everything is 
available in Hungary so that makes the divisions in 
the hardcore/punk community, which also means 
that DIY got really important and this is what I’m 
really happy about because it was like when | 
did the JOHN HOLMES show it was only me 

doing shows in Hungary. 


RTB: | was figuring you were the only 
person, the only contact we had and the 
only reason we got to that country 
because you were willing to take on the 
risk. 


Zoli: | wanted to do different shows and | 

already had that DIY attitude that | just 
wanted to show people that there was 
different types of bands not just fucking 
AGNOSTIC  FRONTand MORNING 
AGAIN. 


RTB: | was gonna ask you about the 
DIY attitude through music and 
through the DIY stuff that’s going on 


Z: You know the guy Dr Slayer from 
Budapest? He does a really good 
fanzine called ‘Total Addiction’ which is 
really important for the DIY community 
and he and other friends of mine and me 
are doing a fanzine called ‘non- 
conformist’ which we would see as the 
most important Hungarian zine. There’s 
also a good fanzine going on called ‘Verse 
from the Heart’ all in Hungarian which is really 
good. We have a whole generation of new 
people from 19 to 24 who start to do more 
shows more fanzines with a political outlook 
and not just reviewing fucking bands but 
having like politics and interesting writing and 
columns and do things. We plan to do Food Not 
Bombs Hungary. 


RTB: So it’s on the upswing? Its developing? 
Are you optimistic about it? 


Z: It's totally developing yeah and yeah |’m optimistic 
RTB: Even if you’re getting watched? 


Z: Yeah that’s why everyone knows that it’s developing 
because we are getting watched if it's not developing it 
just sucks and is getting ridiculous then nobody would 
be interested in watching us but | think it’s slowly 
developing like here you are even surprised we have 


crust punk in Hungary because... 


RTB: | just knew nothing, there was just this small 
window we came through 


Z: Yeah that’s cool, like | said everything is totally 
available so people have more influences and there’s a 
whole new breed of scene. 


RTB: It’s kind of a by-product of the colonisation 


that you were talking about... 1 


G: The biggest thing is that we've got a couple of bands 
that have started doing their own thing just like Zoli did 
for Newborn because what we did and what we are is 
DIY. It used to be that every band would go to Zoli and say 
“help us out” but now they are organising their own 
shows. 


RTB: So people are getting the point of DIY - often in 
DIY once you’re known to put on a show... 


G: You need some kind of personality to turn up in the 
other scenes and say “we are here” to play there and stuff 
like that. 


Z: Yeah that’s why | respect that guy Dr Slayer because 
he has his own contacts usually | knew most of the bands 
and | did most of the bookings and people were like “help 
with this help with that” and not that | don’t help but it’s like 
if | took my energy and the time and my efforts to do and 
sort things out by myself by grabbing a pen and paper 
and write a letter to someone and get the response and 
Start to get different directions. Everyone can do it and 
that is the moment when Hungarian punk community 
really realised that ‘hey we can do things’ and they’re 
Started to do it and it’s interesting. 


RTB: Do you play often around Hungary or just play 
in Budapest? Are there scenes in other cities? 


Z: We have 5 or 6 shows a year in the whole of Hungary. 
Budapest is really good for us and we get 200 or 300 
people when we play... 


G: we'll play there every 2 or 3 months which is enough. 


Z: We have played out but we have ended up paying lots 
of gas and stuff because only 4 people have turned up. 
It's like what we've experienced right now in Ireland when 
we play a metal club like in Hungary. There’s a strong 
scene in Northwestern Hungary, which is really 

good for us to play because we get a lot of < 


people and they like us. The Eastern hardcore scene is 
really into old school music. 


G: But if we can breakeven we'd do everything we can, 
play anywhere and everywhere. 


RTB: The people into punk, hardcore, DIY - do they 
move to Budapest? Is there a migration of people to 
the big city. Like in England, Leeds is quite big for 
that kind of thing. Is it easy for people to move 
around? Do you have, like here, private housing or do 
you have to put your name down? 


Z: Our roadie, he’s not from Budapest and he moved to 
Budapest 4 years ago - you can make it if you really want 
to. 


G: You have to. work hard just like here 


Z: This is the whole mentality of the country. It’s really 
imbalanced, in Hungary there are 10 million people and in 
Budapest there’s like 2.5 million and the next biggest city 
there’s like 200,000 that’s why it’s really imbalanced and 
there’s this mentality that if you really want to do 
something you go to Budapest but you see this imbalance 
in everything. For instance, this might be a_ stupid 
example but out of 12 teams playing in the First Division 
of the Hungarian Football League, 7 are from Budapest 


G: Yeah it’s really centralised around Budapest, it’s easier 
to do things here. 


RTB: You have that thing when you’re from a small 
town you either stay and work on your local scene or 
whether you just get sick of that and go to where 
there’s other people. Personally I’ve moved to places 
where there’s things happening because | don’t want 
to burn myself out in the town | was brought up in. | 
had to leave to get involved with other creative 
people. 


G: Yeah we know a couple of guys from Hungary that left 
the scene and went to the States or somewhere. 


Z: We have a really strong scene in the western part 
which is a lot of beautiful people and when we do shows 
in Budapest all these people are there. The meeting 


, Point is Gabriel or Oddy because all the bands stay 


there and people that have travelled hours by train all 


i sleep there. 


RTB: So it’s a small but friendly scene 


Z: Yeah this scene is a lot better than the scene 2 years 
ago. 


RTB: Would you like to add anything in conclusion? 


G: We're just glad to be here in the UK and we’re gonna 
come back with the fifth member, we’re gonna come back 
with Dawncore. 


Z: I'm just glad to be here and to play with Newborn. 


After walking for over 24 hours | am so exhausted that 
I'm stumbling like a drunkard. | have no food, | have no 
water and | have no idea where the path is. | am saying, 
“Don't panic. Do not panic,” but it's starting to get to 
me. As | am deciding what to do, the clouds close in, 
frighteningly quickly. Snow begins to fall in silent 
columns, gently, cruelly. 


1! came here to find nature. | found nature and nature 
fucking hates me. 


The morning of the previous day. |.am in a chalet near the 
village of Campu Lui Neag in south-western Transylvannia, 
at the foot of the Retezat Mountains. This is one of the most 
remote places in Europe (there's probably more bears and 
wolves here than people), which is of course why | came. 
It's not that | hate people, cities or Britain, just that | have 
an urge to put myself in a position where | can pretend that 
they don't exist every now and then. | don't want to do it for 
the challenge, to prove anything, | just want to be alone and 
see something beautiful. And to be in the mountains makes 
me feel perfect, it makes me feel as if | am flying. 


In my room German satellite television incessantly replays 
a picture of an aeroplane flying into the World Trade 
Centre. My German is crap but it doesn't need a 
translation. This is hardly the time to be going into the 
wilderness, but having spent the last four days hanging 
around in miserable mining towns and railway stations 
trying to get here there's no way I'm going back now. 


This should be an easy day - a five hour walk on a track 
through the forest. | really should have a proper map but 
the chalet doesn't have any and | can see the route in the 
guidebook anyway. Five hours straight down the road to 
the Cabana Buta hiker's chalet, from where I'll continue 
across the Retazat for the next couple of days. | really can't 
get lost, so | hang around the chalet contemplating the 
horror on the television for a while and set off at eleven. 


The air smells of pine trees, the sun dries the track in front 
of me. | walk fast, singing to myself and drinking from 
streams. An old man appears, looking suitably rustic. | ask 
him in pidgin Romanian if I'm going the right way to the 
cabana. "Da! da! Cabana!" he says, enthusiastically. | walk 
on with confidence.

Why do we instinctively trust old 
people - just because they've been 
around for a long time? As if anyone 
his age will have climbed up to the 
cabana in the last forty years. | must 
be an idiot. Yes, he was wrong. Not 
utterly, for you can get to the cabana 
that way - in eleven or twelve hours. 
It is midday. Already, | am. utterly 
screwed. 


| walk, and | am at peace. | stop, 
cook pasta, eat the last of my 
Romanian chocolate substitute. 
Slowly, | realise that | have fucked up 
badly. | am walking through a gorge, 
and the guidebook says there 
shouldn't be one here. A clever 
person would turn back for the chalet. A foolish one would 
convince himself that he could still make it to Cabana Buta 
before dark, if he hurries. 


| move quickly. Across duvet-soft meadows, the bells of 
the lean cows jangling. Past farmhouses and sheep pens, 
fending off the feral dogs with a stick. Upwards through 
Tolkien woods, thick with fungi and gnarly oaks, then into 
the cool silence of the pine forest, as if the darkness sucks 
up all sound. Upwards, not stopping at all. 


And then I'm out of the trees, looking over the valley. 
There are no words or photographs for this. To be so high 
up, to be so small, to be so alone and so certain that there 
is no place in the world | would rather be. Monstrous 
cathedrals rise out of a sea of pines, tiny birds weave 
through the tendrils of clouds below me. | cry because 
there are no words for it, because | am humble, because 
| am alive. 


Above the treeline the birds make a dry, austere sound. 
Not the rich warbling of the forests but the creaking of 
hinges, as delicate and hardy as alpine flowers. The sky is 
different too, a hard, bright, metallic blue. Over the top to 
the summit and the wind hits me like a fist. Everything that 
faces north is covered in frost. Each blade of grass has its 
shape exaggerated twenty times in ice. The tiny ridges in 
the rocks have been turned into ice feathers. | am 
mesmerised until | imagine the shape of my face 
exaggerated twenty times, and | decide to keep going. 


I've been following a trail marked by red triangles all day. 
The last red triangle will be next to Cabana Buta and from 
it | will be able to smell food and see bed. I've been 
walking for six hours and I'm starting to feel it, but it is past 
six-thirty and | speed up. Now | am confused. It was red 
triangles and now it's red stripes. Backtrack. Now stripes 
and triangles are together. Now the triangles are taking 
me up rather than down. Bad. 


Nothing but a mouthful of water and no stream. All my 
food is dehydrated. | am tired. Now | can see a star. | must 
get down to the valley before darkness. 

In the valley there will be shelter, water and firewood. | will 
follow the river in the morning and make it to the cabana 
for breakfast. It will be okay. 


So | run down the hillside towards the valley. Shit - a cliff. 
Fuck it, I'll climb down. So | slip and jump down onto a 
narrow, grassy area. At the end of this | find another cliff, 
a real Transylvannian precipice this time, and there is no 
question of anyone climbing down this one. The wind 
breathes gently, apologetically, in my 
face. More stars. | look behind 
me. | am sleeping right 
here. 


And soon the stars look like diamond sand in the sky. 
Satellites and aeroplanes are the only man-made objects | 
have seen since this morning, meaningless high-tech junk 
above me. When | next see a piece of litter, | will find it 
comforting. Millard comes here to commune with nature 
and to get away from human ugliness and 24 hours later 
he's happy to find the most paltry scrap of it. 


| cook a little pasta in the remains of the water and 
construct a makeshift tent out of my survival bag and foil 
blanket, weighing them down with rocks before squeezing 
my roll mat and sleeping bag underneath. | watch the stars 
until my nose hurts with the cold and then bury my face in 
the sleeping bag. The animals say: Look - there's a clown 
from Yorkshire with a T-shirt on his head, lying under a 
plastic sheet two-thousand metres up a mountain in 
Romania. What the fuck does he think he's doing? 


Something roars. The guidebook says that bears don't 
attack humans, but all the same, it takes a long time for me 
to get to sleep. In the night, | reach for the last of the water. 
It rattles like gravel in the bottom of the bottle, frozen solid. 


Dawn. Cold, my muscles complaining, my stomach feels 
like it is trying to digest itself. Get up, eat no food, drink no 
water. | brush my teeth anyway. Climb up the cliff. | don't 
remember these bushes on the way down, never mind, just 
push on through them. | think they are called scots pines, 
about one metre high and extremely difficult to walk 
though. | will never forget the bastards now. 


Push on through the pines and you will find the path, go 
higher and you will find the red triangles again, onwards 
through these infuriating things for another cold, hungry, 
exhausting hour and | am at the top. For as far as the eye 
can see, scots pines in every direction. | stand on a bush 
and scream "Noooooooo!" If it was a film my shout would 
be echoing for at least half a minute - things are that bad. 


| am standing in a place where no human has set foot for 
centuries, if ever. More people have been on the moon 
than have been here. This is not because it is particularly. 
difficult to get to - or at least not compared with getting to 
the moon - but because no-one would be stupid enough to 
want to get here. Going to the moon is pretty stupid, but 
here? If | died in this place, no-one would ever find me, 
ever. 


The panic is welling up inside me like a sickness now. | feel 
like | can't move and | have no idea where to move anyway. 
And then the sky seems to fall in on me and the snow starts 
drifting down. A gentle, freezing grey curtain in every 
direction. 


Right Millard, you can't move because you can't see 
anything, so make some food. Collect the snow from the 
bushes in your pan, melt it and make some pasta. | 
consider pissing in my pan but dehydration has dried up 
that source of water. | get some snow, assemble my stove 
and look for my matches. They aren't in my rucksack so | 
assume | must have lost them in the darkness last night but 
| find a book of matches in my jacket, the remnant of a 
night out in Leeds. | kneel over the stove, trying to shield 
the matches with my whole body. They are pretty crap 
matches. When the last one fizzles out, leaving the stove 
unlit, | want to cry. Instead | start laughing, even though | 
don't find it funny at all. | stand pack my stuff . 


Sorry there's none.of me looking h 


and start stumbling back down through the bushes. 


Half an hour later | spot a red triangle through the snow and 
Start shouting like a drunken idiot. | am obviously not going 
to die the humiliating death of the ill-prepared dickhead on 
the mountain. | stagger along the path, shoving icicles into 
my water bottle in the vain hope that they'll melt in my 
rucksack. 


| arrived on this mountain as a romantic and | shall leave it 
as an animal. These are the priorities that evolution has 
given to the minds of humans, in this order: warmth, water, 
food, sex, other stuff. If you can get the first three you will 
probably pass on your genes but if you don't you will die 
very quickly. If you're deprived of them for any length of 
time all the resources of your big brain - the resources 
which can usually be put to finer uses (i.e. ‘other stuff’) - 
with be directed solely toward the acquisition of these 
necessities. 


Books, music, art, people, money, World Trade Centre - 
can't eat them can't drink them don't give me warmth don't 
give a shit.

After two hours | reach a stream. After five hours the 
cabana. Stumbling and sweating, stopping to lie flat on my 
back every fifteen minutes. If I'd have thought about how | 
looked | really would have panicked. 


The cabana is a rudimentary little chalet with bunk beds. It 
is empty but for the couple that run it. | ask-for food and a 
bed in phrase-book Romanian and they look at me as if to 
say "What the fuck do you think you're doing here?" They 
continue to be so ignorant and obnoxious that | have to 
keep reminding myself that this is actually a cabana for 
hikers, and | haven't accidentally stumbled into someone's 
house. 


Fifty minutes after arriving, | am finally presented with a 
plate of over-cooked macaroni sprinkled with anaemic 
cheese. It is the crappest meal anyone has ever had the 
audacity to serve me and | utterly love it. Two bottles of 
local beer and a bar of chocolate later | pass out, curled up 
on an undersized bunkbed, unspeakably grateful that my 
animal needs have finally been met. 


Do | feel more alive after my nearish-death experience? 
No, | just feel a little more stupid. And naturally, | will do it 
again. For beauty, not my ego - this, | am

We started doing it when were at school and 
when we were just getting into hardcore and it was about 
politics as well as music. Like you mentioned earlier there were 
other things that kids from the scene did like hunt sabbing and

for bands to hire (when it’s 
not broken down!). They 
were the best times of the 
Peterborough scene but it 
has gone down hill a lot 
since then. When The 
Crown shut down we lost 
weekend gigs which meant 
the tag alongs didn’t bother 
to show up anymore and 
also all the other venues 
we've tried have always 
hassled us about money 
and stuff. As well as that 
Peterborough has now got 


loads of other types of gigs and rock clubs which draw everyone 
away. We don't do the record stall either anymore because no- 
one used to support it and Gav used to lose money on the rent 
for it every week. The Positive Outlook record label is still going 
OK. Matt runs it now and they’ve got a few things coming up like 
a compilation with a free zine written by the bands and labels 
involved and a Convinced EP.

There were loads of 
rumours going about like how it 
was a ritual killing and that they 
cut out his tongue to stop him 
screaming. They were obviously 
bullshit but | think they helped 
fuel the racism. The weekend after it happened, me and some 
friends were in town and a gang of white kids were in the same 
pub shouting racist abuse and saying they were going to fight 
the Asians. They even made everyone in the pub hold a 
minute’s silence for the boy who got killed which was ridiculous. 
We had to join in through fear of being started on ourselves 
which was felt really weird, like we were vindicating their racism 
- which in a way | guess we were. There were also gangs of 
Asians about town and an unbelievable number of Police who 
were drafted in from Nottingham, Essex and elsewhere. None of 
the Asian taxis were running because some of them had been 
attacked so most of the city centre was dead at night. 
Apparently there was a National Front march but | didn’t see 
any of it. It’s calmed down since then, | think partly because 
they’ve arrested the people that stabbed the kid. However, | did 
see a Sticker in the bus on the way home from work today which 
said ‘This is our country. Repatriation now!’. Peterborough has 
never really seemed that racist to me - at least not with a visible 
NF presence or anything, but | think there is a lot of underlying 
racial tension. 


RTB: You have a song, ‘X-posure’ on your album, that reflects 
you're opinion of media coverage of the ‘scene’.

RTB: You went to Europe last year, how did you get.on? Could 
you see any differences in the DIY networks, anything we could 
take from other scenes or visa versa? 


Dan: We went out to Europe last November and December with 
Engage. We were out for about two and a half weeks | think. We 
booked the whole thing ourselves and it didn’t go exactly to 
plan. As we were driving to our first show in Denmark the van 
broke down. | think the gear box or the clutch had gone or 
something. Luckily we had AA cover so they arranged for us to 
get hire vans for the rest of the tour but there was a fuck up 
which meant we had to stay in Denmark for four or five days 
and miss some shows while they were sorting it out. A lot of the 
shows were pretty good but | didn’t really think they were that 
different to UK shows except that they go on later and hardly 
any of them were in pubs or clubs like nearly all our shows are. 
We played mainly in squats and also youth centres. Obviously 
there is.a good side to that as you have complete freedom but 
then there can also be a downside. For example we played in a 
squatted factory and the room was really unsuitable for a gig. It 
had really high ceilings, an unreliable electricity supply, no 
heating and one of the walls was made of glass so it was 
freezing cold. 


RTB: Some of your new songs seem influenced by 
Scandinavian bands like Outlast. Were these bands a big 
influence on you? Are there any other musical directions that 
you'd like to go in, as your last album was quite varied? 


- Dan: When we got back from Europe we decided we wanted to 


head in a slightly different direction and make our stuff more 
energetic and fun live. | think the songs from the album are 
good on record but a lot of them didn’t work that well live. So 
since then we've been trying to write stuff that’s got more 
dynamics and we've also been using two guitars parts with 
Maiden-style melodies and stuff. The Swedish bands were a big 
influence on our new stuff but hopefully we’ve still got our own 
style. What | really like about that sound is that it’s not just trying 
to be a rip-off of American bands and it also comes across as 
very sincere and honest. With the stuff we’re writing at the 
minute we’re also trying to get more moshy parts but at the 
same time try not to get too generic. 


RTB: You’ve studied zoology at University right? Did you find © 
any of the’ studies conflict with any animal liberation ideals you 
might have?

“BEYOND THE SCREAMS” - A documentary by Martin Sorrondeguy 


An interesting film about the US Latino/Chicago punk community and the experiences within this 
particular culture, compiled by the former vocalist of Los Crudos, Martin Sorrondeguy. The film 
also has dual purpose, stating that the documentary “propels you into understanding the 
impassioned and aggressive emotions of the individual that exist beyond recognised realms of 
punk”. This film was originally made in 1999 but just re-released for Europe by Flat Earth Records 
and includes live footage by Los Crudos, Subsistencia, Bread and Circuits, Kontra Attaque 
amongst others, plus other interviews and footage. 


The film is well structured, beginning by looking at the history and providing rare visual footage 
into the US punk scene from the late 70s. This part has an emphasis on Latino punk bands who 
began to organise their own shows, tracing the roots and foundation of the early DIY punk ethic. 
The film also explores Martin’s own context of growing up, becoming alienated and pissed off at 
what is going on in the world, and young people becoming more politicised because of their Latino 
roots, facing daily issues affecting the Latino community such as racism and poverty. 


1986 saw the first bands from South America being exposed to Martin, a milestone in commencing 
the linkages between the Latino punk scene in the US and Latin America, opening up a 

much wider and very politicised relationship with South American bands singing overtly about anti 
war, militarisation and poverty. The film examines a glimpse of the social issues facing South 
America and the response from the Latino punk scene. Martin’s family are from Uruguay and 
exposure to this emerging scene with its own sense of heritage led to Martin to begin to think about 
punk in a new way. There's also some rare, interesting footage from South America of the most incredible mosh pits you’ve ever seen! 
There is also interviews and discussion with punks who've being marginalized from within the punk scene itself, being outsiders within 
the scene and the whole sense of being a culture within a sub-culture. The issues of racism within the scene are powerfully and 
passionately conveyed during some Los Crudos live footage. 


A big emphasis of the documentary illustrates the whole DIY ethic, particularly from the early 1990s when the US Chicago scene began 
to redefine the punk scene for themselves much more strongly on their own terms. Interviews and discussion revolves around the wider 
issues addressed about applying the DIY ethic outside of punk rock in our daily lives through political activism and connections with 
the local community. For example, the film explores the context of DIY punk bands tying in with broader political actions such as 
immigrant rights groups or anti-NAFTA/anti-globalisation campaigns. 


This process of the Chicago punk community collectively channelling their energies is based on the fact that they've got a lot to talk 
and sing about having to deal the issues of racism, poverty, the consequences of economic restructuring, and so on, within their daily 
lives. An interview with the drummer of Bread and Circuits summarises this by stating the need to build a whole culture of resistance 
with punk rock being one part of this broader movement. | found this film a positive example of how the punk scene should be creating 
much closer linkages with the real-world community, particularly in respect of community based campaign issues. | have my own 
criticisms of how the punk scene for the most-part is a minority lifestyle sub-culture rather than constituting any kind of significant 
struggle or threat. This film illustrates an interesting cross-over, taking elements of DIY and attempts to take control over our lives, then 
applying this to real-world political issues affecting people in the wider community. We should be working with people, not segregating 
ourselves as a movement by saying the traditional punkrock “fuck you” to everyone! 


That said, I’m often sceptical about the general terminology of “communities” within the general punk context. However, this film 
powerfully demonstrates a visual sense of common struggle that conveys a powerful essence of community within the Latino/Chicago 
punk scene very well. The film also demonstrates how punkrock activism can be used to break down traditional punk boundaries by 
applying itself to real-world grass-roots community based activism and struggle. Taking this one step further by adapting these 
principles to our own locality should be a lesson to us all. Overall, this film is very well filmed, structured and edited. The video format 
itself works very well, is thought provoking, compelling and interesting to watch. The kind of easily accessible film that everyone can 
understand and watch.(RC) 30 mins.

“Starting the band was rather harsh and 
difficult. the first year we decided to form 
a band, we were deprived of name and 
any defined musical style. Just take five 
jerks with diverse musical influences and 
imprecise musical practices playing 
some kind of weird and discordant punk, 
The disbanding was done during our 
second gig taken inside a huge 
underground parking lot with a dozen 
other local bands durin the national event 
known as the ‘Music’s feast’ (occuring in 
France every june 21st where bands play 
in the street with the approbation of 
government and authorities) Our set 
wascut by a fistfight between the singer 
and an angry listener. To create 
diversion, we left the equipment to the 
audience, which simultaneously 
provoked a small riot that extended all 
night long. The tune was given, even if 
that place wasn’t fit for libations... 

The following was rather hopeless, 
unstable or alcoholic members, spoiled 
gigs, reject and despise from the local 
independant scene, lack of means or 
equipment, too many reasons for us to 
give up, but at the same time, the noise 
began to take form, meanwhijile the 
shape we wanted to create. 

The disturbed environment taking 
place during the nineties didn’t let us out 
of words and ideas about the topics we 
develop in our songs. Scrwaming toward 
those heavy dark cloudswho gather 
above our heads. Since the gulf crisis 
and the settings of European community, 
the French society is moving straight 
ahaed ? The values of freedom 
cherished by the government seemed to 
dissolve into computer control, latent 
martial laws, riots, rising poverty and 
rampant fascism... yeah straight in da 
wall materialized by their lack of 
perspectives. New’ worrld _ order, 
globalization, mondialism, uniformization, 
unicity! one way of thinking. If the only 
fate. for manki9nd is being reduced to 
numbers registered in a numeric dat 
bank, maybe thier purpose is to rcycle 
humans into edible meat, who knows. 

That's the reason why we listen and we 
decided to play hardcore. To react, 
reacting against the fear and boredom 
insidiously spread among our social 
environment, the ambiant sadness and 
bullshit against conformism, to voice 
different views, to piss the audience off, 
to throw away the hate and 
disappointment we face in our daily lives. 
each gig was the opportunity to release 
all that crap in a cathartic ritual 
sometimes to the detriment of the 
audience, let’s face it. 

After all, it was only a mean to give 
concrete expression to a teenage dream 
by forming a rocknroll band. Even if the 
dream took reality ten years further, even 
if the hardcore scene doesnt seem as 
dynamic as ten years before.. it doesn’t 
matter anyway.

It's more an idea than a grouping of 
people - and anyone who’s up for making non- 
compromising guerrilla video is welcome to use 
the name. Having said that - everything they've 
done to date has been by the same handful of 
lunatics. The agenda is simple - to inspire or 
incite people to take action against state or 
corporate power - and to get the message out to 
those on the receiving end that there is a solid 
contingency of head cases backing the global 
revolution. Everyone involved is, or has been, 
involved in alternative media for some time - 
and they were all pretty jaded with the way 
much of the ‘independents’ were merely aping 
the mainstream propaganda machines. So they 

decided to do some propaganda of their own. A 

truly DIY operation - they don’t own a camera or 

any editing equipment (they did have a Hi-8 
camera that was er... ‘liberated’ from a cabinet 
in Hong Kong airport duty free shop - but that 
died in.a cloud of CN gas courtesy of the 
Seattle old bill), so they blag, borrow or steal the 
equipment they need on the streets, and sweet 
talk their way into the editing systems they need 
once out of the firing lines. The main culprits so 
far are: Agent 6 (Columbia), Rubio (Iraq), JC- 
007 (Afghanistan) and Flaco (Myanmar). The 
guerillavision massive was last seen haggling 
for AKs on the Pakistani border. The story may 
yet continue... 


RTB - Firstly how did the making of the films come 
about? Is there any particular incident or reason 
which inspired you to start making underground 
documentries? 


Turn on a TV set and you drown in bullshit. If you’re not 
wading through the lies masquerading as information or 
news, you're struggling against a tidal wave of ‘life or 
death’ irrelevances. Truth - or for that matter honest 
opinion, is pretty thin on the ground. | wouldn’t describe 
what guerillavision does as ‘documentary’, but a 
complete lack of faith in mainstream reporting and a 
dearth of inspiration coming out of underground video 
activism kinda brought us together to make something a 
little different. 


RTB - Do you think of yourself(ves) as journalists, 
filmakers or both? 


Hmmm... We're just trouble makers really... 
Propagandistas - if ya like. Yes, we are journalists, but 
unlike many in the mainstream (and a few in the 
underground media) we don’t cling to some bogus 
objectivity. Our aim is pretty simple - to instigate action 
that can forward revolution. 

Anyone who reports any incident can’t help but view 
things through their own eyes, their own ideology and 
within the parameters of their personal experience. Any 
reporter who claims to be objective is a fucking liar. 
Check out any mainstream press, TV or radio news 


reporting. Every so-called objective reporter will follow 
the agenda of their particular news corporation, which, 
to a greater or even-greater extent, follows the agenda 
of the state. We’ve got to a stage where the entire 
language has been changed by the press. Democracy 
equals western style no-choice corporate elections. 
Justice means the unquestionable rule of oppressive 
law by government. Anyone daring to confront 
oppression is, at best ‘violent’, and at worst a ‘terrorist’. 
State violence, on the other hand, is ‘necessary’ to 
maintain ‘security’ - ie control. You can go round the 
block and back with ya handset - it don’t vary a great 
deal... 


Capitalism has been swallowed hook line and sinker 
too. Economic growth (ie increased profits for business) 
is ‘good’, regardless that economic growth forces wages 
down, decreases job security and the poorest peoples’ 
ability to sustain their families. Similarly inflation is ‘bad’. 
Inflation is bad if you're rich - coz your money's worth 
less. If, on the other hand you have big debts, inflation 
ain't so evil - as your debts get smaller. You can go on 
listing the staple media misrepresentation all day, but it's 
a rare occasion when anything slips into the public 
conciousness that does not adhere to these basic 
‘principles’ of ‘right’ (money, power), versus 

‘wrong (people, freedom). 


The ‘war on terrorism’ is a prime example. Bush bangs 
the retribution/security drum while Blair pisses around 


with his ‘This-is-not-a-war-on- fl el fy I) 
Islam’ red herring. The looped re if t ISIN 
image of a jet flooring a skyscraper - 
and the constant replay of the last cellphone calls of 
trapped New Yorkers has the desired effect of 
suspending our curiosity beyond ‘how hard are we 
gonna come down on these bastards’. Even this late in 
the day - outside the pages of Zmag (www.zmag.org) - 
the scrutiny that US foreign policy is receiving - 
regarding the cause of this latest bloodbath is woeful. 
That’s without even starting on Amerikkka’s current 
genocidal activities in Nicaragua, Columbia, Iraq, not to 
mention the death squads that could not operate without 
US backing in Indonesia, Central Asia and across the 
African sub-continent... Meanwhile the liberal press are 
falling over each other to embrace ‘moderate’ Islam. 
What bollox - Islam is not some innocuous cuddly 
fucking teddy bear - but a twisted doctrine of bogus 
servitude. Ditto Christianity. The myth is that freedom is 
to choose your chains. On a guerillavision tip, this 
seems like a good time to say to people: why dontcha 
shrug that particular monkey (religion) off your backs, 
squat the fucking temples and strip the lead from the 
church roofs to feed the kids... And, of course, the 
flames? 


Take a look at some of our most respected journalists. 
Many view the likes of the BBC’s Jeremy Paxman or 
John Humphries, or the Guardian’s Richard Norton 
Taylor as real thorns in the side of government. Which is 
exactly how we are supposed to see them. In truth 
Paxman and his ilk deliberately paint this ultra 
reactionary view of politics and then cast themselves as 
dissenting voices within that spectrum. It’s bollox - 
Paxman isn’t pushing the Government on anything they 
genuinely don’t want to talk about - he’s merely making 
us think: ‘It's okay Paxo’s on the case they can’t stiff us 
without getting caught...’ 


So | make no claims to objectivity with anything that I’ve 
been involved in either under the guerillavision ‘clava, or 
anything | write myself as a journalist. Our objective, on 
the other hand, is simple: inform, inspire, incite. 
Everything we’ve done to date was made with the 
specific task of getting people onto the streets willing to 
front the capitalist menace. 


RTB - How important do you feel it is for ‘us’ to 
create an alternative to the mainstream media, and 
to support the underground network as a viable 
alternative to educate and inform people? 


How important is it for us to know what's going on? 
Basically, it don’t matter if we read one newspaper or 
twenty, whether we have three TV/Radio channels or 
fifty - the information we receive through the mainstream 
media has run a very narrow gauntlet of self censorship, 
editorial censorship and managerial censorship to ever 
get in print/on screen. Each reporter has been given 
their job because they will produce the desired copy. 
Each piece has been ‘commissioned’ with a pre- 
ordained outcome. 


In the ‘Free West’ - press ‘freedom’ can be even more 
dubious than under openly oppressive regimes - 
because we believe our press to be free, so we believe 
what they tell us. Go to Russia, Burma or Indonesia and 
everyone knows the newspapers are full of shit - so they 
read between the lines, they talk to each other to get 
first hand information and they seek out thriving 
underground, independent publications to get a better 
handle on what's going down. What do we do? Watch 


CNN, listen to the BBC, check out the Sun, the 
Guardian and the FT - apart from the language there 
really isn’t much in it as far as agenda goes. 

So a totally uncensored independent media is key to 
maintaining (or regaining) any sort of freedom of 
information. And who better to do it than you yourself. 
Personally, | was sceptical there had even been a 
fucking plane crash in NYC until | spoke to a close 
friend who had just come back from the city and seen it 
with his own eyes. Despite the hundreds of thousands 
of people who watched the twin towers fall - we were 
only seeing re-runs of the same footage, the same 
interviews, the same reporters (though this has as much 
to do with cost cutting and Reuters’ saturation marketing 
machine - as a corporate media desire not to rock the 
boat). DIY media - it’s the only honest way to get the 
word out there. We cannot rely on the corporate media 
to tell us anything other than share prices rising will 
make ‘all boats float’ and a healthy arms trade means 
‘jobs for all’ - it's a joke. And DIY doesn’t mean shabby. 
The unpaid research and dirt digging carried out by the 
SchNews crew, or writers for Urban75, Squall or Year 
Zero is way more thorough than the fifteen minutes of 
regurgitating government press releases undertaken by 
the ‘news hounds’ on five figure salaries. The massive 
wealth of first hand, on the spot, international input into 
resources like indymedia, a-infos, or mid atlantic 
infoshop way outstrips the reliability of ITN’s comically 
filtered stringer ‘on the scene’. 


RTB - As much of your audience is likely to be 
politically left, far left anarchist or whatever in their 
way of thinking - this may bring about the problem 
of preaching to the converted - would you consider 
allowing the films to be broadcast by a mainstream 
tv station in order to get across to a wider 
audience? 


We do get criticised for being uncompromising. People 
say: ‘My mother couldn’t watch that’. And I’m like - have 
you fucking showed it to her? I’ve met plenty of mothers, 
young and old (Oi - | heard that), who feel inspired by 
what we’re doing. | also don’t agree that you need to 
water down your message so as not to offend people’s 
sensibilities. 


| think people on the left have been droning on about 
the same stuff for so long, they've become oblivious to 
what they're saying. For fucks sake - when we go - 
“over 70 per cent of Ecuadorians do not have basic food 
or healthcare in a country who’s World Bank debt 
repayments are swallowing over half the annual GDP”, 
or when we talk about the annihilation of entire tribal 
peoples to make way for the IMF enforced Exxon Mobil 
Chad-Cameroon oil pipeline which will benefit no-one 
apart from Exxon’s shareholders and a handful of 
corrupt local warlords - why the fuck should we piss 
about with niceties. People are getting fucking 
slaughtered and those bastards holed up in their 
glass/chrome palaces are doing the deed. Fuck mincing 
words. As for the police (one contentious point... don’t 
ask me why... is our unbending support of those who 
physically confront the police) - well | don’t need to tell 
your readers that the sole purpose of the old bill (in any 
country) is to make sure those in power stay in power 
and everyone else is kept in their place, and preferably 
preoccupied and scared enough not to want to demand 
something different. 


| don’t think we’re preaching to the converted. | think our 
films are accessible. There are hundreds of worthy 
underground/activist films out there addressing really 


'y \ , MN important and serious issues. 

CN rk UL q)e)% "And your average bod 
wouldn't stay longer than five minutes 

into them. We have copies of Crowd Bites Wolf getting 
bootlegged round Bristol’s Southmead and Hartcliffe 
housing estates. These are working class kids who 
would consider themselves totally disinterested in 
politics, but they come home from the boozer on a 
Friday night and stick this stuff on - and now they are 
Starting to get fired up about issues of accountability and 
resource spending in their area. You politicise more 
people by putting a grin on their face than wagging a 
fucking finger... | wouldn't call that preaching to the 
converted. 


As far as getting broadcast is concerned - it’s not really 
a matter of allowing. We make films to be seen - we're 
up for anyone showing it anywhere - on tv would be 
good because more people would get to see our shit. 
Freespeech TV - who are a video activist network from 
Colorado - broadcast the three guerillavision films on 
their US satellite feed (local tv stations tape it and 
broadcast it on when/if they want) - | dunno how many 
people saw em, but we got a few emails from university 
professors in Texas and other assembled nutters asking 
if we'd come and talk to their students/recruits(no offers 
of plane tickets mind). When we first made Big Rattle in 
Seattle, | sent it to channel four - who sent me back a 
copy of the Independent Television Commission's (ITC) 
Code of Conduct on Incitement by way of reply. Thanks 
- but no thanks. | know lots of filmmakers who are 
making wicked fucking films that will never get on TV - 
you'd be amazed at how guarded the propaganda route 
into peoples’ living rooms is... then again watch 
dispatches or panorama a couple of times and you 
probably won't. 


Funnily enough, | was involved in making a film earlier 
in the year for channel four. It was only four fucking 
minutes long - about a Bristol Graffiti writer who I'd 
interviewed for Squall (www.squall.co.uk). Fucking hell, 
what a headache - every fucking comment and clip was 
scrutinised by a dozen fucking editors and producers 
and schedulers and so on: ‘you mustn’t encourage 
vandalism’ , ‘you must explain it's criminal behaviour’ 
and all this nonsense.... Jesus! Luckily for us we weren't 
doing anything that overtly political - so we could sneak 
a lot of subtle digs in there. Another crew, Bristol’s |I- 
contact videonetwork, who were making a film on 
subvertising (doctoring billboards) for the same 
programme, pulled out in the end coz they were told to 
make so many ridiculous fucking changes. Basically 
their whole intention was being turned on its head - so 
they said ‘fuck you channel 4, keep ya money, we'll 
make our own film and screen it independently 
ourselves’. Respect. 

Basically, we ain’t given up all hope of getting anything 
overtly anarchist on TV - but no breath is held - you 
know what I’m saying. 


RTB - How relevant do you see the work of people 
like Mark Thomas for example, who manage to 
package certain political issues in a humorous and 
more commercial way, enabling this to appeal to the 
mainstream? 


A few weeks ago Balfour Beatty construction pulled out 
of Turkey's Ilisu dam project. This meant no more British 
government Export Credit Guarantee money for the 
scheme and the other corporate backers soon got cold 
feet, and the dam on the Tigris which would have 
destroyed the lands, homes, lives and livelihoods of 


hundreds of thousands of Kurdish people, was stopped. 
Though not working on it alone, Mark Thomas had 
latched onto Balfour Beatty over this murderous 
scheme, like a fucking bulldog. And in the end, they 
couldn't stand any more bad publicity (their words) and 
ditched it. What a fucking amazing result. Any activist, 
be they sabatoeur or stand up comic, who manages to 
buckle an oppressive state and government-backed, 
planet-trashing multinational over a scheme like this 
deserves due credit. 


Sometimes | watch him and think - ahhh! you could’ve 
ragged that bastard loads more there and you let him off 
the hook - but that’s his call. Fair play to the geezer, he’s 
dragged lots of government and corporate shenanigans 
into the spotlight. The curse of the underground is often 
that we know what's going on, but we fail to inform the 
nation at large? Mark Thomas has people in the pub 
discussing British government arming of brutal 
dictatorships over a game of fucking pool... it’s wicked. 
But there are lots of clever ways of getting the 
information and messages across: writing a song, 
painting a picture on a wall, occupying a building, 
blockading a road, sinking a ship, torching a cop-shop, 
shooting a fascist, sparking a revolution. If we can 
change minds, and through that change entire societies, 
then lets fucking do it. Any means necessary n’all that. 


RTB - As a journalist, what are your thoughts on the 
current situation in areas like Afghanistan where 
journalists are being restricted from entering certain 
areas, therefore distorting even more the truth about 
the events taking place? 


| think the lack of truth coming out of Afghanistan has 
less to do with access and more to do with agenda. The 
Taliban were oppressive fucking murdering maniacs 
long before September 11th, yet it wasn’t in corporate 
America’s interest to depose them until recently. Al 
Quaeda were recruited, equipped and trained courtesy 
of the CIA’s School of the Americas. Like | said before, 
the holes in the reporting of this “war” are many and 
deliberate. There is very little in the way of truth getting 
out either about events or intentions. The central Asian 
abyss looms large: on the lip - peering in for a glimpse 
of the oil reserves, pipeline routes, precious stones, 
uranium deposits and globally-strategic real estate on 
offer - is a Who’s Who of 21st Century empire builders. 
They may be salivating at the prospect of a Kosovan- 
contract stylee rebuild and getting their suckers into 
what is potentially the planet’s biggest untapped oil 
reserve, but there is a fair possibility that America’s 


imperialist dream will come to a sticky end in the Hindu 
Kush - it is, after all, the place where all empires go to 
die. 


However, if it is reporting of terror we want, we should 
look outside of Kandahar or New York. In October, at a 
secret WTO ministerial carve up in Qatar, China's 
accession into the World Trade Organisation was given 

. approval. This effectively means all sanctions against, 
and inspection of, the world’s leading human rights 
abuser will cease. China’s system of summary mass 
execution and jail has been given the green light. So we 
can sit back and watch the regime, that has already 
murdered a fifth of the Tibetan population, carry out their 
final solution in Tibet, unmolested. 

Likewise, coalition membership is the land of do as you 
please - Russia are free to burn the Chechens, and any 
other breakaway factions that may ever think of trying to 
shake of Moscow’s chains, out of existence. Similarly, 
Turkey (despite their setback with the Ilisu dam)- who, in 
the past, may have fidgeted in their comfy UN seat at 
the mention of their genocide against the Kurdish people 
- are now the ‘muslim arm of the coalition against terror’. 
Another green light - kill who you like but when Uncle 
Sam says jump - be ready. Indonesia - another ‘muslim 
ally’ (read butcherous state) - will also be free to thieve 
lands, evict communities, relocate massive chunks of 
their population and exterminate hundreds of thousands 
of people, uninhibited. 


RTB - From your experiences as a journalist, have 
you ever been tempted to get more politically 
involved in coverage of the news, maybe going into 
areas of war, branching away from the focus of ‘anti- 
capitalist demonstrations’? 


This ain’t all we do you know. Agitation takes all forms, 
and | write more than | film. And the rest of the 
guerillavision fire-starters are doing their own stuff all the 
time as well. The thing about the fight against capitalism 
is that it permeates everything - from the absence of 
democracy in our joke electoral system, to the people- 
crushing decisions of government, to every corporate 
stitch up, fuck up and lay off. Not only globally and 
nationally but on a local level too. Most of the time spent 
fighting the capitalist menace isn’t done against 
battalions of police in North American or European 
culture capitals, it’s done by individuals and small 
groups in their own communities. Anyone confronting 
Bush and Blair’s great crusade is fighting the same 
corner as the indigenous people taking on the water 
privatisation project in Cochabamba, or a couple of bods 


trying to spanner a planning stitch-up in Barnsley. From 
wage slavery and fear of failure, to the elites hoarding 
the wealth and the power - it’s the same gig. The point 
being - we do branch out politically - though heading off 
to Afghanistan under a Michael Burkha (a la that dozy 
cow from the Sunday Mail) is not necessarily the most 
useful thing to do (ask her jailed/dead guides for 
confirmation of this...). Sometimes trying to 
communicate the sham of local government mandates 
to your neighbours is more productive on a revolutionary 
level than jumping on a jumbo jet to the other side of the 
globe, (unless you've got half a pilots licence of 
course...) 


RTB - Since Genoa there has been quite extensive 
coverage of what happened in the underground 
media, what are your own particular experiences of 
what went on, as a demonstrator as well as from a 
reporters point of view? 


Genoa saw us wrong footed a bit - not se much by the 
shootings or the looting of the corner shops, but by the 
way the authorities had finally gotten a handle on what 
we were up to. Up until Genoa - the strength of these 
mass actions was their unpredictability, the 
decentralised organisation, the fluid planning and the 
disparity of motivation of those taking part. We were 
always one jump ahead of the security forces. They 
couldn’t comprehend a leaderless resistance or our lack 
of hierarchical structure. However, by the time we got to 
Genoa we were doing it by numbers: the spokescouncil, 
the coalition of reformist tosspots, the blockade, the 
brick throwers and so on - and the authorities finally 
seemed to be putting tags on us. We became 
predictable. How cleverly the security forces dealt with 
this is debateable - and the Italians were more 
interested in cracking heads than cracking the 
resistance. 


The G8 meeting in Italy was a touch for them too - the 
most rightwing, institutionally corrupt nazi cops this side 
of the Timorese gap with ample recent experience in 
domestic counter insurgency. What | don’t get is why 
they didn’t shoot a young conscript cop - that would’ve 
been much more effective for them - than Carlo 
Giuliani’s own murder was. Similarly, whereas the 
organistaion in Prague had been a disparate 
international affair - in Genoa a relatively small clique of 
Italian groups had taken over the show. The Genoa 
Social Forum, who were laying down the ‘law’ for the 
lawless protest, were little more than a bunch of 
reformist NGOs angling for a seat at the G8 table. The 
Tutte Bianchi were attempting to dictate the street 
actions which they, in turn, were treating like some sort 
of PR stunt. (After the event it became pretty clear that 
the Tutte Bianchi had struck a deal with the cops as to 
how far they would get and where the fight would be etc 
- in the event the old bill renegued on their side of the 
bargain - it was well fucked up). I've written a much 
more in depth piece about this which is in the book ‘On 
Fire’ just brought out by One Off Press (It’s the last 
chapter, called Beyond Genoa - Where to Now? And for 
some reason it is credited to Richard K Moore - but it’s 
mine) 


RTB - Getting a bit technical here, if someone 
wanted to have a go at making their own films, what 
is the basic equipment needed, and have you any 
other advice on getting started ? 


The main thing you need is a focus. | went to this 
activist film screening a few months ago and this geezer 


got up to introduce a film he had shot in Kosovo. His 
line was look this is so easy - all you need is a video 
camera and a fefry ticket - bollox. The film he went on to 
show was the most irrelevant, boring, pointless, droning, 
information-free load of crap I’d seen in a long while. 
The point of alternative media is to produce reportage 
where the mainstream is failing - not to produce 
blinkered third rate corporate TV. So | would say the 
most important thing is to have a strong idea about why 
you are making a film and what you hope to achieve 
with it. 


As far as equipment goes - you don't really need 
anything. Most people in Britain probably know 
someone who has a video camera that they use for 
filming their kids in the bath or their mates’ hen nights or 
something. Borrow it/blag it (tell them as much as they 
need to know about how you plan to use it, depending 
on how you think they'll react. ie “I’m off to wave this 
thing in a coppers face in the middle of a fire-bomb riot” 
don't always clinch the deal.) DV (digital) video is best, 
but Hi-8 or regular 8 is good enough. You can pick up a 
half decent second hand Hi-8 camera for a couple of 
hundred quid. Make sure it's got headphone sockets - 
SO you can monitor how good your sound is (without 
decent sound - even the best shots will be lame) and if 
you plan to do interviews make sure it has a microphone 
input (borrow a mic of your nearest punk rock band). 


If you're going anywhere for any length of time (like on 
an action) make sure you have enough batteries - and 
when one empties, recharge it as soon as you can - ie 
nip in a pub and plug it in under a table (when we went 
to the World Bank job in DC all the corporate media 
vans had plug sockets in the sides, so we’d just plug in 
for twenty minutes - spray em up, and get back on the 
case). 


Editing is a little trickier - but you can do this between 
your camera and any VCR - the main thing to bear in 
mind is to be ruthless with your footage. You may have 
taken a kick in the head/waited an hour to get the shot - 
but if it don’t cut it, lose it. Lots of activist films drag 
because no one wants to throw good clips away - you 
need to keep the whole thing short. A firebranding five 
minute film will have a much bigger impact than forty 
minutes of worthiness. (There’s quite a good ‘video 
activist guide’ at www.videonetwork.org - which anyone 
seriously thinking about making a film should check out). 
Once you've made it - screen it: in pubs, community 
centres, local independent/arts cinemas if they'll have 
you, to your mates after the pub on Saturday night... 


RTB - Could you list any useful 6 U) i i | { if | § 1] | 


contacts for people who may 
want to get involved in alternative media, or 
who may have written reports they want published? 


First stop’s gotta be the indymedia newswire - 
http://uk.indymedia.org - (that’s the uk site - and it links 
to about fifty others worldwide - from the Congo to 
Columbia, Bangladesh to Bristol). This is a wicked 
techno anarchist invention - basically if you have a story, 
opinion, piece of video, photo, whatever - you go to the 
site and whack it up. It has what's called an Open 
Publishing system, which means anyone from any 
internet connected computer can upload anything onto 
the site and there is no editorial middle man to fuck with 
or censor it at all. You press ‘publish’ and it’s online for 
the world to see. It’s a good way to get information too. 
If you read a half dozen accounts from different people 
about the same event, you get a much better picture of 
what happened than you do from the six o’clock news. 
There is a policy of no racist, sexist, homophobic stuff - 
and a system where such postings can be hidden from 
the front page - but the code writers have made sure 
that nothing can be deleted - so you can even view the 
hidden stuff by following a couple of links - on the whole 
though, it’s used pretty responsibly. 


There’s a mountain of well solid underground publishers 
out there, A few include: 


SchNews (www.schnews.org.uk) - brighton based 
weekly newssheet - dishing the dirt on state and 
corporate misdoings. Produce an annual book with 
Squall - with a massive contacts list in the back. 

Squall (www.squall.co.uk) - more in depth coverage of 
similar tings (online and monthly paper copy) 
Urban75.com (www.urban75.com) - wickedly resourced 
activist/alt culture site (good message board - debate 
pages) 

Zmag - www.zmag.org - US based in depth anti-state 
journal - Chomsky, Zinn and crew make regular 
appearances. 

Undercurrents - www.undercurrents.org.uk - restarting 
their regular video magazine - so if you have a short film 
in the offing you want screened let them know. 

Mid Atlantic Infoshop www.infoshop.org - enormous 
US based anarchist resource - post your stories / links / 
debate etc 

i-contact www.videonetwork.org - Bristol based video 
activists - produced the handy video activists guid 
mentioned above ; 
Corporate Watch www.corpwatch.org - digging the dirt 
on corporate shenanigans - give em a tip off today 


All these sites have exstensive links - so check ‘em out. 


Also - many. places have local newsletters (eg 
Worthings awesome The Pork Bolter and Bristol's muck 
raking Bristolian) so it’s worth contacting them - often 
the biggest impact can be made in ya own street.

For those of you who can justify owning a motor car, and feel the slightest bit 
guilty everytime you use it, here is a little insight on how to make your vehicle 
slightly less harmful to the environment, and supposedly save yourself some 
money. Meanwhile the rest of us will walk, take the bus, ride a bike, use a 
skateboard, look stupid on roller blades, get laughed at on a uni-cycle, ride 
bareback on a donkey, etc... etc... - xleox 


The main thing you can do is look after your car. As most of us already know pollution 
from badly-maintained cars is bad news for the environment and also bad news for 
motorists. Carbon Monoxide contributes to the threat of global warming and acid rain, 
whilst vehicle exhaust causes smog, and makes local air quality worse. By better 
maintaining your car you can actually help reduce these effects and save yourself 
some money in the long run, which you can then donate to environmental charities or 
other worthy causes (hint hint). 


If your car can be adjusted to run on unleaded fuel, make sure you actually use it. 
Lead causes damage to your bodys nervous system and is particularly harmful to 
young children. Unleaded petrol is now cheaper than leaded so there is no reason why 
you shouldn't use it. 
Scrimping and saving on maintenance is false economy. It will cost you a lot more 
money in the long run, increasing your fuel costs by up to 25%, making it more likely 
for you to have a breakdown, not to mention wasting more time and fuel for everybody, 
at the cost of the earth. Catalytic converter's can reduce pollutants by up to 90%, but 
are expensive and if not serviced properly, easily damaged. You can do this simply by 
adding the ‘wrong’ fuel. 
More than 90% of badly polluting vehicles can be re-tuned within 15 minutes. Whilst 
you might think its cool and retro to own an old car, most without modern electronic 
fuel systems can easily go ‘out of tune’ within a few months. Only punk bands can 

' justifiably be ‘out of tune’... Next time you have your car MOT checked, ask for an 
‘interim check’ to make sure its still all in order. 
New cars stay in tune better (like New School Metal bands), but remember to make 
sure that your garage checks your cars emissions at its annual service. Like New 
School Hardcore bands, sometimes new cars have appaling emissions which go 
unnoticed... Ask for a print-out or written record of the results of your service, so you 
.can check for yourself, a bit like asking for a lyric sheet. You might be surprised at the 
amount of crap your car is spewing out... again, a bit like New School Metal bands... 


Here's where it gets DIY, with some routine checks you yourself can do to make your 
car that little less polluting: 

Check Type Pressures - under-inflated tyres increase fuel consumption and can be 
dangerous. 

Check the Condition of Spark Plug Leads and Connections - change or clean your 
spark plugs and air filter, as advised in your vehicle handbook.

interview Stef (their guitarist) about her views on being 

a Wimin involved in hardcore/punk, to follow up with the Wimmin in 
DIY feature. But, due to a lack of time | had to resort to a good old 
fashioned postal interview, which turned out pretty well. Thanks again 
to Stef for taking the time to answer my questions. 4 : 


RTB - How did you first get involved with the band, ° | 


have you been involved with any other bands? 


Stef - | got involved with the band by travelling with them 


on their last tour, which was a month long.and covered 
mostly the east coast (usa), and a few places in Canada. 
During that time | learned that they were seeking a 
second guitarist and they learned that | was a capable 
guitar player and a compatable travelling companion. So 
| moved from philly to north Carolina and started rocking! 
I've played in a lot of bands in the past (none that anyone 
reading this would probably have heard of ) and now | 
sing for a crust band in north Carolina called Humanicide. 


RTB - Do you find that you are treated any differently 
due to your gender by promoters etc? 


Stef - | feel that for the most part I'm treated about the 
same as the rest of the band , | think that has to do with 
the type of band who Catharsis is to begin with though. 
Catharsis has always been a band that tries to break the 
mold and challenge people to examine and reject the 
conditioning they grew up with. Brian (our singer) fucks 
with gender roles every time we're on stage just by the he 
moves his body and some of the vocabulary he uses 
when he’s speaking before songs. 

| predict that if. | were to join a 'normal' hardcore band - 
like some mosh-metal band - | would be treated differently 
because those bands attract an audience that, for the 
most part, haven't yet been challenged to think about 
gender roles and how everyone is affected by them.

RTB - What would you say the scene is like where you 
live, relating to wimmin involved in the hardcore/punk 
scene? 


Stef - | live in Greensboro. North Carolina, and the scene 
there is really fucking awesome in.so many ways, there 


. area lot of girls in the scene playing in bands, setting up 


shows, and attending shows. We have a really small tight 
punk community - we all see each other almost everyday, 
at our houses, on Tate street, at food not bombs etc, so 
when there's a show it's just more hanging out with 
friends and supporting what they're doing. As far as what 
I've experienced and seen, wimmin are treated the same 
as the boys. Be it local wimmin in bands or touring’bands 
coming through with female members, people are equally 
attentive as with the boys in bands. It's pretty fucking 
awesome and I'm really grateful for it because | know it's 
not like this in most places. 


RTB - Have you noticed a difference between the U.S 
and European scene's....regarding female 
involvement? 


Stef - Well this is my first time being in Europe, but | have 
noticed.a-definite difference . From what I've seen there's 
a lot less wimmin involved in bands over here in Europe, 
- this could be to do with the fact that for the most part 
we're playing with shitty tough- guy hardcore bands. 
We've played 21 shows so far (including a 3 day festival) 
and other than myself , there's only been one other 


female on stage. This is really upsetting for 
all of us, in the u.s wimmin playing in 


bands are defiantly the minority, but it's not as infrequent. 
We have four or five shows a month at our house that we 
set up for touring bands, and there's usually some female 
involvement at every show. 


RTB - Are you involved with Crimethinc - is there a 
fair gender representation within the crimethinc 
collective and are gender issues something which 
you make a point of addressing? 


Stef - Yes | am involved with crimethinc, it is a de- 
centralized dis-organisation, so | don't know who's 
involved in the different "cells" around the country, and 
world. | am aware of the agents involved in my immediate 
area and of some others, mostly on the east coast, and 
there seems to be a good balance of men and wimmin. 
Projects are done independently, so | don't know about 
most of them, but the activities | am aware of generally 
involve wimmin. 

Although crimethinc more often addresses issues such as 
heirachy, anarchism in everyday life and personal politics, 
gender issues are defiantly dealt with and _ not 
infrequently. It just depends on who is doing what projects 
and what they care to address. 


RTB - Do you feel that gender discriminations within 
the scene are a reflection of society as a whole, or are 
we succeeding in breaking down the pre-conditioned 
barriers and creating an alternative to the 
mainstream? 


Stef - | am quite positive that ALL the gender 
discrimination in the hardcore punk scene is directly due 
to the bullshit conditioning that we've all received from 
society our entire lives. Men are taught to be tough and 
unemotional, whilst women are conditioned to be worried 
about their physical appearance and being subservient to 
men, of course it's very difficult to take 15 to 25 years of 
conditioning and training and totally ignore it. I've been 
thinking about these issues for over 7 years 

now and | still have trouble sometimes, 
it's ingrained in our _ fucking 
personalities. Although | 

think the hardcore 


punk scene has a very long way to go, | do think things 
here are better than in the rest of society. At least most 
people in the scene are being exposed to these issues, 
which is a start, and most punks have probably actually 
thought about gender issues and how they affect their 
lives. It's very often that | see men hugging other men in 
the ‘hardcore’ scene which isn't true in the "outside" 
world.

Hello everybody!!! 


My name is Tomas and live in Bratislava, Slovakia. I’m playing guitar in — 
Theory of ruin and Nils Holgersson and doing Biosphere distribution and 
wanted you to know something about our scene, because I think many peo 
anything about hardcore from countries from east Europe like Slovakia. If you wou! 


free to write me. I’ll be happy. 


I like our scene at this time. Most activities are done in capital 
city - Bratislava with about 400 000 inhabitants. It’s settled on 
south -west of state near to Austrian & Hungarian borders. Many 
activities are also in others cities like Kosice, Presov, Zilina, 
Zvolen, Trencin, and many others. 

Here is something about our lives in system of our republic. I 
hope you will be able to do a picture about it. You perhaps know, 
it’s now about 10 years after the fall of the Iron curtain and all 
those “communistic” regimes. With that situation was also 
joined a change of states economics. It was also problem of us. 
In the time of sharing Czechoslovakian federative republic into 2 
other states (Czech republic and Slovakia), people needed good 
words of help for economic, rising salaries, and so on. Probably 
you know what I mean. After it untransparently privatization 
came and the economic was falling down. 

My opinion is that today government is more democratic as the 
first one. But they are only repairing those bad things which was 
done. So people don’t have good meaning about them. At this 
time we have huge increase of new hyper/supermarkets. Those 
companies know that it’s a good place to open day by day new 
shops, because people don’t think about all those bad influeces, 
which come with hypermarkets. They only want to spend less 
money as in small shops, which are still closing. Once, we will 
have here only some big halls and malls,... Also another problem 
of today’s government is, that they do only what NATO or EU 
say. They are something like slaves for them. You can see it in 
economical; social, and also cultural way. For example, why we 
shouldn’t give NATO some airports for trainings for attacks to 
Afganistan or to Kosovo, if they want it. So the government is 
like that: “We can help you, but only in case, NATO/EU helps 
us.” For example somebody in USA/west European countries 
works to buy 12”lp for an hour. We work for one Ip for 7 hours. 
I think it’s really difference. Hope this was good example to 
imagine.

So it’s no problem to go here and do 
a show. When it’s not so cold to freeze, gigs are done also outside 
at garage by Sound from garage crew(some people from SIKA, 
R.I.O. & YA BASTA zine). I have really great experiences of 
Autoritar, Remains of the day, Skulls and Flames, Segue, 
Varukers,

closed, because of change of owner. But we still remember hot
